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OPEC could set 
off world depression

Secretary of the Treasury Wil­ 
liam E. Simon, who knows the ener­ 
gy crisis like he knows the back of 
his hand, sees it as actually a money 
crisis. And, privately, he feels that 
its full dimensions remain unknown 
to the American people. 
Mr. Simon breaks down the con­ 
trolling Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), now 
banded together, into its component 
parts. He finds them what the Brit­ 
ish call a “ mixed bag.” 
Simon mentions that of the 13 
members, Ecuador, Gabon, Indone­ 
sia, Iran, Nigeria and Venezuela are 
non-Arab countries. Canada, the 
chief oil exporter to our country, is 
not even a member of the OPEC. 
Mexico, in turn, with its great new 
oil discovery, has publicly refused 
membership. 
As for Arab producers, Mr. Si­ 
mon finds the Arab world unorgan- 
izedandprobablyunorganizable—the 
oil embargo and current gouging 
price for petroleum notwithstand­ 
ing. 
He insists that they do not have 
identical interests as oil producers. 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia re­ 
ceived Mr. Simon in Riyadh. They 
met in Faisal’s chief desert palace 
known as Maazir near the Sahari 
Palace Hotel. The OPEC countries 
supply the world about 32 million 
barrels of oil daily. Saudi Arabia 
sells one quarter of this. Faisal con­ 
trols about 20 per cent of the oil pro­ 
duced in the free world. And Mr. Si­ 
mon was inpressed by his independ­ 
ent actions. 
This is what was behind Mr. Si­ 
mon’s Nov. 12 American Petroleum 
Institute address in New York that 
“ oil diplomacy is at present particu- 
. larly delicate” and his prediction 
that lower oil prices are “ no longer a 
question of whether but when.” 
Non-Arab Iran is the world’s 
third largest producer and the sec­ 
ond largest producer in the Persian 
Gulf. The Shah of Iran Mohammed 
Reza Pahlavi is demonstrating the 
Arab world arguments about prices 
and lower production. So is Libyan 
wildman Muammar el-Qaddafi. So 
is Algerian President Houari Bou- 
mediene, who recently saw Mr. Si­ 
mon in Washington. 
But Mr. Simon agrees that, as far 
ahead as anyone can see, the largest 
part of the world’s oil supply must 
come from the OPEC countries. 
Updating his figures to the cur­ 
rent day, Mr. Simon finds that 


OPEC members’ monetary reserves 
have climbed more than $25 billion 
in a single year. This is an increase 
from seven per cent to an astounding 
19 per cent of the world’a reserves. 
They now stand at $38 billion. 
If the Western nations pay be­ 
tween $30 billion and $40 billion an­ 
nually for their oil needs, the West’s 
reserves will be entirely spent in 3Vfe 
to 4 
years. 
Iran’s reserves are up more than 
sixfold to $6.3 billion; Nigeria’s up 
ninefold to $4 billion and the re­ 
serves of Algeria, Iraq and Venezue­ 
la together have almost tripled to $10 
billion. 
The OPEC countries can spend 
locally only a fraction of their re­ 
serves. Mr. Simon finds them piling 
up unspendable claims on the rest of 
the world. He expects these to ex­ 
ceed $120 billion by the end of next 
year. This is about twice the value of 
all overseas investments by U.S. 
companies at the end of 1973. 
Moreover, the Arab world aims 
for a minimum return of 10 per cent 
in interest and dividends. Therefore 
the free world would owe the oil pro­ 
ducers alone $12 billion more in in­ 
terest and dividendes. 
Mr. Simon estimates that by 1980, 
within five years, the OPEC coun­ 
tries’ monetary reserves, and the 
world’s debts to these countries, 
may total $300 billion to $600 billion. 
And he calculates that this is from 
two to four times the total gold and 
foreign exchange reserves of the en­ 
tire world. 
To able Mr. Simon it seems ob­ 
vious that, like World War I repara­ 
tions, such oversized, intolerable 
debts cannot be paid, or even serv­ 
iced. 
Continuing inflation, internation­ 
al monetary chaos and a major 
worldwide depression would come 
first. And he quotes Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar el-Sadat, the most mod­ 
erate leader in the Arab world. 
President Sadat received Mr. Si­ 
mon at his home called Ma’moura, 
outside Alexandria. He impressed 
Mr. Simon by insisting, as he always 
has, that what the Arab oil-produc­ 
ing countries need most is not a 
gouging price for their oil but a sta­ 
ble, long-term demand for the prod­ 
uct. 
To this our Secretary of the 
Treasury says Amen. And he deep­ 
ly believes that the highly publicized 
bankruptcy of the Western world, al­ 
ready manifest in Italy, Portugal, 
etc., is not going to happen.

The greatest presidential cover- 
jp in American history was not Wa­ 
tergate, but the election of a dying 
man to the nation’s highest office in 
1944. 
At any rate, abundant documen­ 
tation for such an assertion can be 
found in a new book, “ FD R’s Last 
Year,” by columnist and popular 
historian, Jim Bishop. 
As Bishop tells it, alarm among 
the President’s intimates at his 
physical state led to a secret medi- 
cai examination at Bethesda Naval 
Hospital in March, 1944. It was found 
that Roosevelt suffered from con­ 
gestive heart failure and irreversi­ 
ble degeneration of the vascular sys­ 
tem. The President rapidly deterio­ 
rated in the ensuing months, both 
physically and mentally. Associates 
noticed that he would frequently 
stop in midsentence and forget what 
he had been talking about. His hands 
trembled uncontrollably. Attempts 
by journalists, as well as FD R’s Re­ 
publican opponents to pry informa­ 
tion out of the White House were un­ 
successful. 
In August, 1944, Roosevelt col­ 
lapsed after a speech to shipyard 
workers in Oregon. Despite his con­ 
dition, in October he campaigned in 
a downpour in New York City in an 
effort to persuade voters that he was 
healthy and fit. 
Aware of his impending death, 
Roosevelt nevertheless remained 
convinced that only he could lead the 
nation to the successful conclusion of 
World War II and the shaping of the 


Inflation: cause, c u r e - -Part 2

The next 
major 
inflation 
in 
American history occurred with the 
initiation of massive government 
expenditures on the Vietnam War. 
We are today in the fifth major infla­ 
tion in American history—and its 
source is identical to the four infla­ 
tions that preceded it. The current 
inflation differs only by the fact that 
it has been carried over into a peace­ 
time period; this is the only peace­ 
time inflation in the entire history of 
our country. Our present inflation 
has been caused by the fact that the 
federal government since 1965 has 
run a $100 billion deficit and has fi­ 
nanced 40 per cent of that deficity by 
simply printing money. 
It is fundamentally important to 
note the difference in the impact on 
the economy caused by federal fi­ 
nance in taxing and borrowing, as 
opposed to printing money. When 
the government taxes and spends 
the receipts of those taxes, the abili­ 
ty of the private consumer to pur­ 
chase goods and services is dimin­ 
ished by the amount of the tax. 
Therefore, the increase in total 
spending as a result of the increase 
in government spending is quite 
small. If the government goes onto 
the bond market and sells bonds, 
competing with private firms and 
private individuals 
for 
loanable 
funds, the competition simply drives 
up interest rates as government di­ 
verts funds away from private in­ 
vestment projects. In this case, pri­ 
vate spending falls by the amount 
that public spending increases. In 
the case of selling government bonds 
to the Federal Reserve Bank, which 
in turn gives the treasurer the ca­ 
pacity to write checks drawn on the 
Federal Reserve Bank, there is no 
corresponding decrease in private

ment spending represents a net in­ 
crease in total demand for goods and 
services. 
There is a simple rule of thumb to 
follow in gauging the relation be­ 
tween the growth in the money 
stock, the growth in the economy, 
and changes in prices. Remember 
what money is used for—it is used to 
buy and sell goods and services and 
consummate exchange. We have 
found in economics that as the level 
of economic activity grows with the 
growth in income and commerce, 
the demand for money grows by a 
corresponding amount. So if the 
economy grows at about 3 per cent a 
year, which has been the historic 
growth rate on average throughout 
the entire history of the United 
States, then the economy will absorb 
a 3 per cent growth in the money 
supply with no change in prices. For 
example, from 1947 to 1962 the feder­ 
al government ran small deficits 
and the money stock grew at about 3 
per cent per year as the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank purchased government 
securities in the open market to keep 
interest rates low. The economy 
grew at about 3 per cent a year so 
that the increase in money supply 


was simply absorbed in the consum­ 
mation of exchange, and prices re­ 
mained virtually stable for the en­ 
tire period. One exception was the 
year 1950, when the economic im­ 
pact of the Korean Conflict was felt. 
The money supply grew by 10 per 
cent, the economy grew by about 3 
per cent, and prices increased about 
8 per cent. 
Beginning in 1964 we had large 
increases in federal spending to fi­ 
nance unprecedented domestic ex­ 
penditures on the War on Poverty 
and on Great Society programs 
With the escalation of the war in 
Vietnam we saw the government 
deficit rise from a fairly low level in 
1964 to $25 billion a year in 1968. The 
so-called anti-inflationary sur­ 
charge imposed in 1968 had no real 
impact on inflation rates because 
government expenditures grew 
more rapidly than tax receipts. As a 
result, in 1968 we ran a record peace­ 
time deficit and the money supply 
grew by almost 8 per cent. 
In 1969, when President Nixon 
took office, we made the only real 
attempt in the whole inflationary pe­ 
riod to stop the inflation. Beginning 
in January, President Nixon brought 
the budget into balance, and the rate 
of growth in the money stock from 
January to June was zero per cent. 
This policy worked because the rate 
of pricing increase, which was al­ 
most 7 per cent on an annual basis in 
December and January had fallen to 
a 2.7 per cent rate of price increase 
by June. But in April, May and June 
the unemployment rate jumped a 
significant amount. 
Unemployment rose principally 
because in the wage negotiations 
which occurred in the fall of 1968, 
wage contracts were made on the 
assumption of a continuation of 5-7 
per cent inflation rates. This expec­ 
tation was realistic, given our prev­ 
ious five years experience. So an 
employer who expected the produc­ 
tivity of his workers to rise by 2 per 
cent was willing to negotiate a 7-9 
per cent wage increase if he expect­ 
ed the price of his product to rise by 
5-7 per cent. Laborers, being aware 
of the same set of circumstances, 
were unwilling to accept any small­ 
er pay increase. If the federal gov­ 
ernment had continues its expan­ 
sionary monetary and fiscal policy, 
such wage negotiations would have 
caused no changes in the unemploy­ 
ment rate. But when the federal gov­ 
ernment reversed its monetary poli­ 
cy in attempting to stabilize prices 
and the rate of price incrase fell be­ 
low 3 per cent by June, the wages 
that had been negotiated in the fall 
of 1968 were too high for full employ­ 
ment, and workers were laid off. The 
federal government at this point 
faced a crucial decision between two 
options. (1) It could reverse its mon­ 
etary policy, reinflate, and there 
fore seek to drive up prices, which 
would produce a fall in real wages to 
the point necessary to produce full 
employment. Or (2 ), it could main­ 
tain its monetary policy, and allow 


Model alternative college 


Something new under the educa­ 
tional sun is the Joint Vocational 
School. 
As the name suggests, it is the 
pooling of resources by local school 
districts to provide vocational train­ 
ing to high school students, and also 
adults, in addition to the traditional 
academic curriculum. 
Pioneer in this field is the South­ 
ern California Regional Occupation­ 
al Center (SCROC), one of the fruits 
of the federal Vocational Education 
Act of 1963, Started in 1968 by six 
school districts in Los Angeles, 
SCROC was not designed to be a di­ 
ploma-granting institution, but rath­ 
er as a supplementary center to high 
schools in the area teaching practi­ 
cal, saleable skills. 
Since 1968, 40,000 students have 
attended the center, and it has prov­ 
en to be a model for school districts 
across the country. There are now 
more than 2,400 area vocational 
schools nationwide. 
* 
Programs at SCROC, which cover 


a wide occupational spectrum, from 
automobile and major appliance re­ 
pair to data processing and dental 
assisting, are developed by Hoffman 
Information Systems, a leading pub­ 
lisher of vocational education mate­ 
rials. Geared to junior and senior 
high school students, as well as 
adults, the programs provide inten­ 
sive “ how-to” training in a real 
work-world environment. 


“ Once the programs have been 
implemented at SCROC for two 
years,” says Roger R. Sullivan, 
president of Hoffman Information 
Systems, “ they are then distributed 
nationally.” 
The need for career training has 
never been more apparent. Eighty- 
five per cent of high school gradu­ 
ates do not go on to college and, ac­ 
cording to the U.S. Office of Educa­ 
tion, half of the more than five mil­ 
lion Americans currently unem­ 
ployed are between the ages of 16 
and 24

Fringe benefits misnomer 


The term “ fringe benefits” is be­ 
coming more and more of a misno­ 
mer 
The average amount of employ­ 
er-paid benefits received by em­ 
ployes in 1973 was $3,230, reports the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 
In 1953, when the first data was 
collected, the average was only $842. 


This $3,230 was, of course, money 
earned by American workers in 1973 
that was paid to them in services or 
benefits-health and life insurance, 
etc.-rather than in (taxable) wages 
or salaries. 
But how many workers ever 
bother to consider the so-called 
“ Fringe benefits” when they figure 
out their incomes? ’ 


the new contracts written in the fall 
of 1969 to be based on a 2.7 per cent 
inflation rate and a higher unem­ 
ployment rate. 
In 1969 and 1970 the federal gov­ 
ernment reversed its policy and be­ 
gan to inflate at an increasing rate in 
the last six months of 1969 and 1970. 
Bv January of 1971 the inflation rate 
was back up to a 6 per cent annual 
rise and then unemployment rate 
was beginning to slide. Since June of 
1969, when we abandoned our only 
real attempt to stop the inflation, we 
have made no significant attempt to 
stop inflation in this country. We 
have sought to find easier solutions 
to our economic dilemma. At first 
we tried a voluntary basis, in the 
second half of 1969 and 1970. With 
mandatory wage and price controls 
in 1971 we attempted to freeze prices 
and wages in the United States by 
government edict. 
While we in economics have a lot 
of data on inflation, we have even 
more data on wage and price con­ 
trols. In fact, our first history of 
wage and price controls occurred 
5,000 years ago when price controls 
were imposed in the fifth dynasty of 
ancient Egypt. Pericles imposed 
price controls in ancient Athens, and 
Diocletian imposed wage and price 
controls in ancient Rome. And from 
the fifth dynasty of ancient Egypt to 
President Nixon’s Phase IV pride 
controls, all of these experiences 
have one thing in common—not one 
in history has ever worked. And they 
do not work for a very simple rea­ 
son: they freeze prices at a point 
where the quantity demanded ex­ 
ceeds the quantity supplied. They 
simply turn price increases into 
shortages and stifle the incentive to 
produce, therefore causing output to 
fall. 
We have in fact produced a minor 
miracle in the United States in the 
1970’s, in that we have produced a 
grain and a meat shortage through 
government policy in a country that 
has the most fertile land, the highest 
level of capital eqiupment and tech­ 
nology in agriculture, and the best 
educated farmer in the world. We 
have produced shortages of critical 
inputs into the productions process, 
sending the country into a recession 
where output fell by 7 per cent in the 
first quarter of 1974 and \ lk per cent 
in the second quarter of 1974. We are 
today recovering from a recession 
that was caused by wage and price 
controls. 
If one looks at what the federal 
government says it is doing in its 
“ anti-inflation” policy, and then 
looks at the growth in the money 
supply to see what it is actually do­ 
ing, there is only one conclusion that 
can be drawn. That conclusion is 
that federal anti-inflation policy 
since June of 1969 has been a 
“ fraud.” Over the last 12 months the 
monetary base has grown at almost 
an 8 per cent annual rate. Never in 
history has such a rate of monetary 
expansion failed to produce rapid in­ 
flation. 
Lower 
temps net 
cold cash

Americans who want to save en­ 
ergy or money or both this winter 
should start lowering their thermo­ 
stats early. The odds are 14 to 1 that 
this winter will be colder than that of 
1973. 


The word comes from those who 
should know—the Commerce De­ 
partment’s National Ocean and At­ 
mospheric Administration (NOAA), 
the old “ Weather Bureau.” 


According to NOAA’s Environ­ 
mental Data Service, some fairly 
dramatic fuel savings can be made 
for each degree the thermostat is 
lowered, ranging from 2 per cent per 
degree in Anchorage, Alaska, to 9 
per cent per degree in Orlando, Fla 


Interestingly enough, in terms of 
percentages the farther south you go 
the more you save. The actual quan­ 
tities of fuel saved, of course, are 
much greater in cold areas because 
much more fuel is needed to heat 
buildings. 


The calculations are based on a 
statistic called the “ degree day.” 
Heating engineers have found 
that when the outside daily mean 
temperature (the high and low di­ 
vided by two) is 65 degrees or high­ 
er, most homes and buildings need 
no heat to maintain comfortable in­ 
door temperatures. 
For each degree the daily mean 
temperature is below 65 degrees, you 
accumulate one heating degree day. 
Thus if the daily mean is 62, three 
degree days accumulate for the 24- 
hour period For each degree day, 
more fuel is required to maintain a 
comfortable indoor temperature. 
A day with a mean temperature 
of 35 degrees 30 degree days— 
would require twice as much heating 
fuel as a day with a mean tempera­ 
ture of 50, or 15 degre^ days

who, for the second time in a 
row, had not b een elected to 
the p osition b y the p eop le. 
“I hav e my own ideas b u t I 
wou ld rather not sp ecu late on 
that. I wou ld rather not talk ou t 
lou d ab ou t that b ecau se it 
might cau se me and others 
some p rob lems,” he said, 
Alb ert, a memb er of the 
freshman congressional class 
that inclu ded John F. Kennedy 
and Richard M. Nix on, p rofes­ 
ses no desire to mov e to 1600 
Pennsy lv ania Av e. 
He was b orn in a miner’s 


shack in McAlester, Okla., and 
was raised in the town of Bu g 
tu ssle. He won a national o rato ­ 
rical contest in high school and 
u sed the p rize money to attend 
the Univ ersity of Oklahoma 
from which he was gradu ated 
He also stu died at Ox ford Uni­ 
v ersity in England as a Rhodes 
scholar and the Univ ersity of 
Madrid, 
He and his wife Mary hav e 
two children: Mary Frances, 
26, a Washington teacher, and 
Dav id, 19, a stu dent at Harv ard 
College. 
The 6 6 -y ear-old Alb ert ex ­ 
p ects to retire in fou r y ears. 
Since he was six y ears old, he

His last v acation was 
more than one y ear ago, aide 
Joe S. Foote says.

Disaster averted 
15 crewmen 
rescued as 
freighter sinks 


MILW AUKEE (AP) - It had 
all the m akings of a m ajor m a­ 
rine disaster. 
A third of the 200-foot freight­ 
er w as awash, listing dan­ 
gerously in predawn darkness 
; on storm swept Lake Michigan 
* with all 15 crew m em bers gath- 
* ered at the rail on the ship’s 
high side. 
When the six-hour ordeal end­ 
ed early Sunday, the Canadian 
; ship Jennifer lay 75 fathoms 
down. But the crew had scram ­ 
bled to safety, four aboard a 
Coast Guard helicopter and the 
other 11 aboard a lifeboat and 
rubber raft. 
“ All the people were scram ­ 
b lin g,” said Lt. Cmdr. Robin F. 
‘ Krause, 33, of Buffalo Grove, 
‘ 111., a pilot aboard the Coast 
Guard rescue helicopter. “ You 
; could tell in their eyes that ev­ 
eryone was pretty scared. They 
had to be.” 
“ I ’ve never really seen a ship 
in that bad of shape before 
* when 
the 
seas 
were 
that 
rough.” 
The ocean-going ship w as 
pitching in waves of 12 to 14 
feet and winds up to 40 knots 
when the helicopter arrived on 
the scene. The tem perature 
was about 30 degrees. 
His chopper 
carried 
four 
crewmen to safety. The other 
11 abandoned ship and were 
rescued by a British freighter 
one hour later, just seven min­ 
utes before the Jennifer went 
down about 20 m iles northeast 
of Milwaukee. No injuries were 
reported. 
Harry MacDonald, 22, Grand 
Falls, N fld.; Denis Dedard, 20, 
Quebec, Que.; Max Strickland, 
34, Newm an’s Cove, Nfld.; and 
Alphonse Fulford, 45, of Steph- 
ensville, Nfld., were those res­ 
cued via the helicopter’s rescue 
basket. 
“ Whoever was next to it, got 
in," M acDonald said. 
But Fulford, who said he had 
worked on sim ulated rescues 
for three years, said nobody 
panicked. He said the crew 
stayed “ calm , cool and collect­ 
ed” and continued to take or­ 
ders from 
the skipper 
and 
m ates. 
Lt. (j.g.) Roger T. A rgalas, 
26, of Iselin, N .J., a copilot on 
the amphibious helicopter, said 
that besides the pitch and roll 
the ship’s antennae and super­ 
structure also caused problems 
for the hovering aircraft. 


“ It was one of the toughest 
hoists I’ve ever seen,” he said. 
The four crew m em bers were 
lifted aboard the helicopter by 
about 4 a.m . and flown back to 
Milwaukee where the craft re­ 
fueled. 
Before the chopper returned 
to the scene, the 11 others had 
clam ored into a lifeboat and a 
rubber 
raft 
and 
abandoned 
ship. They were picked up by 
the British ship Fortuna. one of 
three merchant vessels which 
had come to the aid of the Je n ­ 
nifer. 
Officials said 
the 
11 
would remain aboard until the 
Fortuna reached Port Huron, 
Mich 
Coast Guard officials specula­ 
ted that the Jennifer’s cargo of 
steel shifted, causing the vessel 
to list to starboard, take water 
and finally go under at 4:52 
a.m . (CST). They also said the 
cargo m ay have punched a hole 
in the vessel’s side. 
The ship, owned by the M at­ 
thew Shipping Co. of Montreal, 
was bound for Milwaukee. 
Capt. Leif Davis of Algoma 
Steel Corp. in Soo, Ont., said 
the Jennifer was under charter 
to his firm and was carrying 
1,406 tons of steel valued at 
$ 300,000. 
M rs. Russell Brodie, the Mil­ 
waukee agent for the Algoma 
firm , said the ship had last 
stopped at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich. 
M rs. Brodie said Sunday the 
four crew m em bers taken to 
Milwaukee seem ed to be recov­ 
ering from the shock of the ex­ 
perience. 
“ I think it was a horrible 
thing, we know that,” she said. 
A rgalas said the helicopter 
returned to the scene after the 
ship went down, and he sighted 
“ quite a bit of debris as well as 
som e oil slick.” 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said salvage efforts would be 
difficult for the Jennifer. 
“ When it’s that deep, they 
usually leave it,” he said. 
The 
spokesm an 
said 
the 
Coast Guard would try to deter­ 
mine whether the vessel was a 
m enace to navigation, but prob­ 
ably would not investigate the 
sinking because there was no 
loss of life.

Soaring sugar prices, already 
the 
target 
of 
government 
probes and consum er boycotts, 
boosted the price of the family 
grocery bill during November, 
an Associated P ress market- 
basket survey shows. 
Shoppers who avoided buying 
sugar, however, found sales on 
m eat and eggs helped stretch 
the budget at the superm arket. 
The AP drew up a random 
list of 15 commonly purchased 
food and nonfood item s, check­ 
ed the prices on March 1, 1973 
at a superm arket in each of 13 
cities and has rechecked at the 
beginning of each succeeding 
month. 
The latest survey showed the 
bill was up during November in 
every city except D allas, where 
sugar 
was 
unavailable 
and 
therefore did not boost the total 
as it did elsewhere. 
The average November in­ 
crease in the 12 cities where 
the bill went up w as 6 per cent. 
If sugar w as rem oved from the 
total, however, the rise was 
only seven-tenths of one per

cent. Not counting sugar, the 
bill declined in six of the 12 
cities and stayed the sam e in 
one. 
During October, the AP mar- 
ketbasket bill was up in seven 
cities, down in four and un­ 
changed in two. 
A 
com parison 
of 
current 
prices with those at the begin­ 
ning of the year showed the 
m arketbasket bill up in every 
city, with an average increase 
of 20 per cent. Again, much of 
the increase w as due to dis­ 
proportionately large boosts in 
the cost of sugar which more 
than tripled in som e areas as 
worldwide demand shot up. 
Government authorities have 
predicted that food prices over­ 
all will rise about 15 or 16 per 
cent this year. The Council on 
Wage and Price Stability held 
hearings in Washington, D C., 
last week to investigate sugar 
prices and a house subcom ­ 
mittee plans another probe this 
week. 
F arm ers, refiners and retai­ 
lers repeatedly have denied 
that they are taking advantage 
of consum ers by charging high 


prices for sugar. F arm ers con­ 
cede they’re getting more mon­ 
ey —raw sugar is selling for 
about 60 cents a pound, about 
five tim es what it was a year 
ago—but they argue that their 
costs for things like fuel and 
fertilizer have risen sharply 
They also contend that théy 
need the profits on sugar to 
make up for losses on other 
farm item s like cattle. 
Som e consum ers have solved 
the problem by simply elim i­ 
nating sugar from their diets. 
There were scattered sales, 
gen erally 
reflectin g 
low er 
prices paid to farm ers in recent 
months The price of a pound of 
chopped chuck, for exam ple, 
was down in six cities, un 
changed in four and up in only 
three. E ggs went down in four 
cities, were unchanged in three. 
The day of the week on which 
the check was m ade varied de­ 
pending on the month. Standard 
brands and sizes were used 
when available. If the request­ 
ed size and brand was not 
available in March 1, 1973, a 
com parable substitute w as se ­ 
lected.

Thirteen Original States, which 
commissioned the study. 
The Bicentennial celebration, 
as planned, will be a loosely 
structured series of events at 
historical sites throughout the 
country.

Although the report warns 
that the celebrations may be 
doomed to confusion, it con­ 
tains a series of recommenda­ 
tions that it says could salvage 
the 200-year anniversary cele­ 
bration.

—The recruitment and train­ 
ing of Bicentennial guides, in­ 
cluding college students, who 
could give visitors uniform in­ 
formation about all the states’ 
programs. 


—Creation of a central plan­

and plan individual itineraries. 


—Creation of a toll-free tele­ 
phone number and radio and 
television bulletins to give tour­ 
ists up-to-the-minute informa­ 
tion once their trips begin. 


—Acceleration of the delivery 
of transit buses, bought with 
federal funds, to Bicentennial 
sites that have ordered them 
for their normal transportation 
needs. 
—Increasing the orders for 
new rail cars, especially along 
well travelled routes such as 
the New York to Washington 
Metroliner, the trains running 
between Boston and Montreal 
and the long-haul trains trav­ 
elling the length of the corridor 
from Boston to Miami. 
—Increasing bus and train 
shuttle service between major 
suburban hotel concentrations 
and cities so visitors can park

Nena and George O’Neill have an instinct for touching a uni­ 
versal nerve. TTieir first book, “ Open Marriage,” sold two million 
copies—and had almost as many interpretations. 
• 
Open marriage meant different things to different people 
ranging from a wife’s right to have a night out with the girls, to ex­ 
tra-marital affairs conducted by husband and wife, and openly dis­ 
cussed. 


Despite the conflicting opinions as to how open a marriage 
should be, people recognized in the phrase "open marriage” a new 
approach to relationships, a greater degree of partnership, sharing 
and self-actualization within marriage hopefully leading to a new 
intimacy between husband and wife. 
While handling the enormous volume of mail and phone calls 
(35-40a day) triggered by their best-seller and quelling unfounded 
rumors that their marriage was breaking up, the O’Neills managed 
to turn out another book dealing with change: ‘ Shifting Gears. 


What appeals to me about this book is the careful way the 
O’Neills outline a strategy for change, a realistic step-by-step ap­ 
proach to what they call shifting gears. 
They urge people who are forced to change—by divorce, the 
death of a spouse, the loss of a job—to realize that “ nothing is wast­ 
ed.” Say the O’Neills, “ Time spent in regretting missed opportuni­ 
ties makes us triple losers: we can’t change the past, we lose pres 
ent living time and we affect the future.” 


The authors also demonstrate the difference between move­ 
ment and change. “ It is perfectly possible," they point out, “ that 
the housewife down the street who ran off to New York and is now 
living with a painter in a village loft hasn’t shifted gears at all.” She 
may be more subservient to her new boyfriend than she was to her 
chauvinist husband back home. 
There are also the couples who remain in the same locale, per­ 
forming the same tasks, but manage to shift gears, “simply by dis­ 
covering themselves anew in a new kind of relationship to one an­ 
other ” 


Many of us have taken the first steps We’ve expressed discon­ 
tent, analyzed our problems, even tentatively experimented with a 
few minor changes in the routing It’s getting beyond the point of 
changing, say, from toast to English muffins, from long hair to 
short, to an acutal change in behavior that stymies people. 
We often hesitate, Hamlet-like, on the brink of change, believ 
ing that the familiar aggravations are easier to endure than the 
challenges of the unknown, "^lifting Gears may give some people 
the extra encouragement and insight necessary to go beyond the 
brink 


As the O’Neills point out, making a change will not guarantee 
you lifetime fulfillment But it will make you more confident the 
next time change is called for—and it will help you realize that 
growth is more natural than standing still 
We welcome your writing to share your experiences, both good 
and bad, about midstream changes in your life -either in your rela­ 
tionships , your marriage or your career 
To start the ball rolling, our next two columns will describe how 
the Koch family shifted gears—including the fears, the fantasies 
and the satisfactions of change.

Ominous facts seen 
in current recession

NEW YORK (AP) — Big in­ 
ventories and debt, obsolete 
plants and the high level of in­ 
flation are among the factors 
making the current recession 
seem more ominous than any 
other since the Great Depres­ 
sion of the 1930s. 
The inventory problem has 
been highly publicized, and 
with good reason. Until it is re­ 
duced production must be cur­ 
tailed. In September, manufac­ 
turing and trade stocks rose 1.8 
per cent, but sales fell 0.3 per 
cent. 
As a consequence, the ratio 
of inventory to sales rose to 1.5, 
the highest level in more than 
two years. That’s for industry 
in general; individual com­ 
panies and industries have far 
higher rates. 
The automotive giants, whose 
fortunes are felt by thousands 
of suppliers and hundreds of 
thousands of workers in glass, 
rubber, plastics, textiles and 
•dozens of other businesses,

(AP) — The American presi­ 
dent of Aramco, the world’s 
largest oil producing company, 
says he is not worried about 
the prospect of working for 
Saudi Arabians, 
R.W. Powers, 48, of Boise, 
Idaho, adds that he doesn’t 
think his position as No. 2 man 
in Aramco will be changed as 
Saudi Arabia takes over the 
company. Another American, 
Frank Jungers, is Aramco’s 
chairman. 
Aramco once was owned by 
Standard Oil of California, Te­ 
xaco, Exxon and Mobil. Saudi 
Arabia has assumed 60 per cent 
of the ownership and is on 
record as saying it wants 100 
per cent. 
‘‘I see very little change for 
Aramco,” Powers said in an in­ 
terview. “ Our relationship with 
the 
U.S. 
shareholders 
will 
change. But, basically, man­ 
agement and the way we oper­ 
ate should stay the same for 
the foreseeable future.” 
Is he worried about having 
Saudi Arabian bosses instead of 
Americans? 


“ Not really,” Powers said. “ I 
feel my own, Aramco’s and 
United States interests are the 
same. Saudi Arabia and the 
United States are involved in 
very close relations.” 
Powers joined Aramco after 
World War II and has spent his 
entire career with the giant oil 
producer. 
Powers was hired as a geolo­ 
gist for Aramco by a legendary 
figure in the history of Saudi 
Arabian oil, Max Steineke. 
Ten years earlier Steineke 


was credited with persuading 
Standard Oil of California, then 
the sole owner of Aramco, to 
drill deeper after 10 costly un­ 
successful wells. 
The company, which was 
about to give up, took the ad­ 
vice of Steineke, who was con­ 
vinced oil must lie beneath the 
great 
dome 
on 
which 
the 
Aramco headquarters is built. 
He was right and Aramco 
found the first of a series of 
nearby fields which hold 25 per 
cent of the world’s known oil 
reserves. 
Powers says he misses the 
"pioneering atmosphere” of 
Aramco work when the great 
finds were made after World 
War II. He helped discover sev­ 
eral of the huge Arabian fields. 
In 1961 Powers took over 
Steineke’s old job as chief 
Aramco geologist. 
Powers says Steineke was a 
“ Fantastic individual” who had 
the great geological asset of 
imagination—the ability to look 
beyond the identification of 
stones and rock formations 
draw the right conclusion. 


Powers was modest about his 
own abilities as a geologist. His 
average of dry holes is less 
than anywhere else in the 
world, he said. 
"I wish this were due to 
geology,” 
Powers 
laughed. 
“ But its more likely that we 
were drilling in Saudi Arabia.” 
Powers’ two children were 
brought up in Saudi Arabia 
Now, his daughter Cydnie, 19, 
is at Cumberland College in 
Tennessee, and his son Dirk is 
in high school in Massachu­ 
setts. 
“They want to get back here 
whenever they can. 
‘This is an ideal community 
for children to grow up in,” 
Powers said of the American- 
style company town where 
more than 1,000 American em­ 
ployes of Aramco live with 
their families.

Pioneer 11 is nearing Jupiter 


MOUNTAIN 
VIEW, 
Calif 
(AP) — Pioneer 11, picking u p 
speed at a rate of 3 00 miles per 
hou r ev ery hou r, raced today to 
within a half million miles of 
Ju piter and a perilou s climax 
of its 6 20-million-mile v oy age. 
The 570 pou nd spacecraft will 
be battered by intense radiation 
when it whirs past the giant 
planet only 26 ,6 00 miles from 
its clou dtops at 9 :22 p.m. PST 
tonight. 
The radiation cou ld damage 
the craft’s delicate instru ments. 
Bu t scientists believ e the 107,- 
000 m p h. it will reach when 
it’s closest to the planet—faster 
than any manmade object has 
ev er flown—will sav e it from 
seriou s damage by limiting the 
length of its ex posu re. 
On Su nday , the spacecraft 


took 14 pictu res of Ju piter and 
crossed the orbit of Callisto, the 
one of the planet’s fou r large 
moons thou ght most likely for a 
manned landing becau se it re­ 
ceiv es the least radiation. 


Trav elling at more than 40,- 
ooo m.p.h., the spacecraft was 
to cross the orbit of another 
satellite, Gany mede, today . It 
also will cross the orbit of the 
moon Eu ropa and enter Ju pi­ 
ter’s 
radiation 
belt 
today . 
Tonight it will zoom past the 
orbits of Io and a lesser moon, 
Amalthea, and then make its 
closest approach. 


Ju piter, a gigantic ball of liq­ 
u id hy drogen and gases, will 
spew deadly electrons and pro­ 
tons at the v ehicle, perhaps 
dev astating its instru ments and

Not in

says Butz 
CHICAGO (AP) — Earl L. 
Bu tz denied reports that he is 
in disfav or with the Ford Ad- 
minstration and said he plans 
to remain secretary of agricu l­ 
tu re u ntil at least 1975. 
Bu tz, who recently was re­ 
bu ked by President Ford'for 
u sing a mock Italian accent to 
mimic Pope Pau l VI, defended 
his comments Su nday at a 
news conference. 
“I hav e a keen sense of hu ­ 
mor,” Bu tz said. ‘‘It will be 
pretty hard to cu rtail it. Be­ 
sides. the whole issu e was 
blown ou t of proportion becau se 
there was a scarcity of news 
that day .” 
Bu tz made the remark at a 
breakfast last week in Washing­ 
ton when he said of Pope 
Pau l’s relu ctance to encou rage 
birth control m easu res: “He no 
play a the game, he no makea 
the ru les.” 
In Chicago to address the Na­ 
tional 4-H Congress, Bu tz also 
called the qu estion of whether 
Americans shou ld eat less “a 
philosophical 
one, 
becau se 
they ’re not going to.” 
“American afflu ence will con­ 
tinu e to grow,” he said “We re 
not going to eat less hambu rger 
nex t y ear, we’re going to eat 
more.” 
Pointing ou t that there are 80 
million new mou ths to feed in 
the world each y ear, Bu tz said 
the United States won’t shirk 
its responsibility of prov iding 
food for u nderdev eloped cou n­ 
tries. Bu t he added, “It is time 
for other nations to share more 
of the bu rden.” 
Bu t 19 85, Bu tz predicted that 
each American wou ld consu me 
an av erage of 140 pou nds of 
beef a y ear Taking popu lation 
growth into consideration, that 
wou ld mean nearly one-third 
more beef wou ld hav e to be 
produ ced, he said 
Bu t the secretary said that 
nex t y ear will be difficu lt for 
beef produ cers. 
Bu tz said it will be a tight 
y ear for profit, partly becau se 
“there will be more meat av ail­ 
able.” 
“Consu mers 
backed away 
from (bu y ing) it” when the 
price of beef was inflated, he 
addt*d. “I think that’s still in­ 
flu encing the m arket."

“A liv ing organism, howev er, 
wou ld be qu ite different from 
any thing we know on earth,” 
he said. "It wou ld hav e to be 
an organism that ju st floats 


there.” 
Pioneer 
11 
will 
approach 
from the sou th of Ju piter, shoot 
throu gh its dangerou s radiation 
belt, make a corkscrew path u p 
the planet and depart fou r 
hou rs later from a high north­ 
ern region. 


The trip will giv e scientists 
their best pictu res y et of Ju pi­ 
ter and its great red spot, be­ 
liev ed to be a centu riesold hu r­ 
ricane, and the first pictu res of 
its dark, my steriou s polar re­ 
gions. 


Any u ncertainty abou t Pio­ 
neer i t ’s su rv iv al rests on what 
damage protons may do, said
